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{QARD APPROVED SUBSTANTIAL BUDGET AMENDMENT

The Huron Township Board 
held a special meeting on 
August 29 to review a budget 
amendment. Administrative 
Financial Assistant Karen 
Carney distributed to Board 
members a Budget Amend- 
ment Resolution and_ briefly 
reviewed the adjustments. 

Substantial increases in 
expenditures in the general 
fund included an additional 
$13,000 to Township Clerk, 
$13,000 to Township Hall and 
grounds, $108,000 to the 

_ building department, $18,000 

~ to rubbish collection, $26,000 
to senior citizens, $131,000 to 
the recreation department, 
$240,000 to capital projects 
building improvements, $183,000 
to retirement benefits fund, 

_and $35,000 to compensated 
absences fund. 

Substantial increases in rev- 
enues included $10,000 in 
cable franchise fees, $133,000 

- in building licenses and per- 
mits, $181,000 in federal

grants, $98,000 in state rev- 
enue sharing, $71,000 in plan- 
ning commission fees, 
$240,000 in LDFA administra- 
tive fees, $50,000 in interest 
income, $20,000 in other rev- 
enues and a decrease in rev- 
enues of $17,000 in the feder- 
al/state projects fund. 

Carney said the building 
department’s increase in rev- 
enues was a result of changes 
to its fee structure. With the 
changes, Carney anticipates 
the building department will 
break even and could possibly 
result in a surplus, which has- 
n’t been seen in years. 

Trustee Nora Adkins asked 
where the surplus would go. 

Trustee Mary Lou Carey 
suggested that the building 
department should begin to 
pay its share of administrative 
fees to the general fund. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley also 
asked what was the overall 
budget increase. Without a cal- 
culator, it was estimated to be 
a 27-percent increase. O’Kelley

One hundred or so very 
proud parents, grandparents 
and siblings packed the gym of 
the Sterling Elementary in 
Carleton.

O’Kelley still insisted on 
the need for more frequent 
adjustments. Other Board 
members commented that with 
additional staffing that was 
recently approved for the 
accounting department maybe 
Carney would have more time

Bowers recommended con- 
tacting the Michigan Munic- 
ipal League for the hiring of a 
new Director.

However, 
Carey commented she would 
feel better about going to a 
professional firm. 

Adkins motioned to go out 
for bids for the temporary ser- 
vices of William & Works. 

Carey commented that the 
reason she felt William & 
Works would be the best can- 
didate is because of the length 
of time Nix had been involved 
with the Township and his 
familiarity with what’s hap- 
pening in the community. 

O’Kelley then added that if 
Nix isn’t interested, the Town- 
ship will contact the remaining 
master plan applicants for the 
temporary service. 

The motion was carried 
with Barron and Mitchell 
opposing. Barron said he felt 
more bids should be sought 
and that McKenna & 
Associates be asked for a bid.
